An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
15-17 to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 15-17 have 
been cancelled. 



Claims 1-14 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Mallebrein et al (US Patent 5,255,554) discloses a circuit connecting to oxygen 

probe "SV" for checking for proper probe connection. 

The circuit is shown connectable to the oxygen sensor through a ground line and 

an output line. 

"Up" shown in figure 1 is a first offset voltage applying means for applying a first 
offset voltage to the ground line. 

"Uo" is second offset voltage applying means for applying a second offset voltage 
to the output line via a resistor "Ro". 

However, "Uo" or second offset voltage is not set to be outside a normal output 
range of the oxygen sensor as discussed, column 4 line 57 to column 5 line 19. In fact 
the offset voltages are well within the range of the probe voltage output. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
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No other prior art discloses or suggests this modification to the Mallebrein 
reference.
